Whereas an extent of 77.4823 Sq.Kms. of Kadra Range has already been declared as Anshi National Park by Govt.of 
Karnataka vide Government Order No. FEE 16 FWL 2008, dated: 21-8-2009. 

Whereas Bommanalli is a submerged tank area while Ulvi being an enclosure in the Tiger Reserve. 

Now therefore, in exercise of power conferred by Section 26 A of the Wildlife Protection Act 1972 (Central Act 53 of 1972) 
the Government of Karnataka hereby declares that the area as specified in the schedule shall be buffer zone of Dandeli-Anshi Tiger 
Reserve.

Boundary Description 

1. FOR KADRA RANGE (Additional Area to ANP) 


Proposed area to an extent of 77.4823 Sq.Kms. to be included in Dandeli - Anshi Tiger Reserve from Kadra Range 
includes areas added to Anshi National Park, as per Notification No. FEE-16 FWL-2008 Dated : 21-08-2009, starts at the point at 
northeast side where Vakinala joins kali River which is also South- East side of Anshi National Park and South - West side of 
Dandeli Wildlife Sanctuary at Suligeri and runs towards West all along the Kali River until it reaches Sakalihalla at South - West 
side. Then it traverses along North side all along the Sakalihalla and reaches the existing Anshi National Park boundary in North 
West side, then runs towards East along the existing Anshi National Park boundary till it reaches the starting point.

2. FOR ULVI ANSHI RANGE 

East: Boundary starts at the junction of Kanneri river with Pawala halla, then it takes south eastern direction along 
Pawala halla till it reaches, Shela nala and follows its course in western and then southern direction till it reaches the Vakinala and 
Kali river, near Sulgeri. 

West: Starts at the point where Vakaihalla joins the River Kali the boundary runs along the up stream of Vakaihalla upto 
point where Kudthahalli Village road crosses the Vakihalla and runs along the village road of Sulgeri - Kudathahalli upto Ulvi -

traverse through Asuli village and Kuveshi village of Joida Taluk at interstate boundary of Karnataka, Goa and runs towards East 
side along the common boundary of Asuli village and proceeds further and joins Natur Nala it runs along Natur Nala towards East 
side and joins Kali river.

Whereas in notification No. FEE 211 FWL 1998 Dated 27-06-2001 published in Part 4A of the Karnataka Gazette dated 
06-09-2001 the Government of Karnataka in exercise of powers conferred under subsection 04 of Section 35 of the Wildlife 
(Protection) Act, 1972 (Central Act 53 of 1972) declared an area of 870.36 Sq.Km. in the districts of Chamarajanagar and Mysore as 
Bandipur National Park. 

The National Tiger Conservation Authority vide the powers conferred on it by the Wild life (Protection) Amendment Act, 
2006 (39 of 2006) under Section 38 V had directed the State Governments to delineate the Buffer/Peripheral areas of the Core or 
Critical Tiger FHabitat and notify as the Buffer Zone vide its letter No. PS-MS(NTCA)2007-Miscle Dated 16-11-2007. 

The indicative Tiger Conservation Plan for the Bandipur Tiger Reserve was submitted to the National Tiger Conservation 
Authority by the Principal Chief Conservator of Forests (Wild life), Bangalore vide his letter No. B/WL/NTCA/CR 13/2008-09 Dated 
31-05-2008 for in principle approval of the Buffer Zone proposal under Section 38(0) of Wild life (Protection) Amendment Act, 2006 
(39 of 2006). The due consultative process for obtaining the consent of the concerned Gram Sabhas of the villages lying in the 
limits of Buffer Zone has been gone through and the consent obtained. 

The National Tiger Conservation Authority vide its letter No. 15-1/2009-NTCA (Part) dated 09-11-2009 conveyed its in 
principle approval, advising the State Government to notify the Buffer Zone under Section 38 V of the Wild life (Protection) 
(Amendment) Act, 2006 (39 of 2006). 

Now, therefore in exercise of the powers conferred under Section 38 V 4 of Wild life (Protection) (Amendment) Act, 2006 
(39 of 2006), the Government of Karnataka hereby declare the area with boundary fully described in the schedule to this notification 
as the “Buffer Zone” of the Bandipur Core or Critical Tiger FHabitat with effect from the date of issue of this notification.

District and runs along the Northern boundary till it reaches tri junction point of Singapatna, Kithur and Karawadi; then the line 
passes through Kithur and touches the tri junction point of Kithur, Uyyamball, Nadinathapura and Sagare; then the line runs along 
the southern boundary of Nandinathapura and touches south east corner of Nadinathapura; then the line passes through Sagare 
village and meets the tri junction point on the western most side of Hegganur; then the line passes all along the western boundary 
towards south and touches the tri junction point of Hegganur, Sagare and Telagumasahally; then the line passes all along the 
northern boundary of Telagumasahally and meets the tri junction point of Telagumasahally, Hegganur and Devalapura; then the line 
passes in Northern direction along the western boundary of Devalapura and touches tri junction bondh of Hegganur, Mallarajapura 
and Devalapura; then the line passes all along the Northern boundary of Devalapura and touches tri junction bondh of Hullemala, 
Mallarajapura and Devalapura; then the line passes all along western boundary of Hullemala in North west direction and touches tri 
junction bondh of Masahally Mallarajapura and Hullemala; then the line passes on Northern boundary of Hullemala and touches the 
north east corner of Hullemala; then the line runs through Masahaly village and touches a tri junction point of Sy. No. 20,19 and 11 
of Beddalapura on the Western boundary of Beddalapura; then the line goes straight through Beddalapura and touches the tri 
junction bondh of Haleyur, Masahally and Beddalapua; then the line passes through Haleyur and touches a point on the tri junction 
bondh of Narasipura village, Haleyur village and Kothegala village; then the line passes all along the Western & Northern 
boundaries of Kothegala and touches the tri junction bondh on North east most corner of Kothegala and Puradakatte, 
Chikkadevammanabetta, Chamalapura and Halasur; then the line runs in south east direction all along the northern boundary of 
Halasur and touches the north east most corner of Halasur and then the line runs along the eastern boundary of Halasur in southern 
direction and touches the tri junction bondh of Chamalapura, Halasur and Jatagathipura and Mullur; then the line runs along 
northern boundary of Mullur and touches the tri junction bondh of Chamalapura, Mullur and Bennegere; then the line runs all along 
the Eastern boundary of Mullur and western boundary of Bennegere and Channagowdanahally and touches the tri junction bondh 
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of Channagowdanahally, Mullur of H.D. Kote Taluk and Hediyala of Nanjangud Taluk of Mysore district. Then the line runs along 
the common boundary of Hediyala and Mullur and touches Hunsur-Begur Highway road; then the line runs all along the right side of 
the above side road passing through Hediyala, Maduvinahally, Amakahally and Hosaveedu villages and touches the Western 
boundary of Devarayasettipura; then the line runs all along the western boundary of Devarayasettipura and Kallahally and touches 
the tri junction point of Telana, Hadya and Channapatna; then the line runs all along the southern boundary of Channapatna and 
touches the tri junction point of Kallahally, Channapatna and Kellpura; then the line runs along the western and northern boundary of 
Kellepura of Gundlupet Taluk, Chamarajanagara District and touches the tri junction point of Channapatna, Mallahally and 
Kellupura; then the line runs along the western boundary of Mallahally and Kaladevanahally in Northern direction and touches the tri 
junction bondh of Hura, Kanthirayanapuradakaval and Kaladevanahally; then the line runs along the Northern boundary of 
Kaladevanahally and touches the tri junction bondh of Hosapura, Dyavegowdanapura, Kantharayanapuradakaval and 
Kaladevanahally; then the line runs all along the Northern boundary Hosapura and touches the tri junction bondh of Hosapura, 
Dyavegowdanapura and Yadavanahally; then the line runs in the same direction along the southern boundary of 
Dyavegowdanapura in southern direction and touches the tri junction bondh of Dyavegowdanapura Makanapura Nanjangud Taluk 
and Yadavanahally of Gundlupet taluk; then the line runs all along the Northern boundary of Yadavanahally and touches the tri 
junction bondh of Yadavanahally of Gundlupet Taluk and Krishnanapura of Nanjangud Taluk and Horiyala of Gundlupet Taluk; then 
the line runs in southern direction along the eastern boundary of Yadavanahally and touches the tri junction bondh of Horeyala, 
Yadavanahally and Kotekere village of Gundlupet Taluk; then the line runs in western direction along the southern boundary of 
Yadavanahally till it reaches the North west corner of Sy No. 20 of Kotekere; then the line runs in south ward direction along the

Whereas, after the convention on Biological Diversity negotiation, the Government of India has passed Biological Diversity 
Act, 2002, for the purpose of conservation of biodiversity, sustainable use of components of biodiversity, fair and equitable sharing 
of benefits arising out of the utilization of genetic resources. Section 37 of the Act provides for declaration of certain areas as 
Biodiversity Heritage Sites by the State Government. As per the guidelines issued by the Central Government, the areas having 
unique ecological fragile ecosystem, species richness, high endemism, presence of rare, endemic and threatened species, keystone 
species, species of evolutionary signaficance, wild ancestors of domestic/ cultivated species or land races or other varieties, past 
pre-eminence of biological components represented by fossil bodies and having cultural or aesthetic values may be declared as 
heritage sites. 
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Whereas, a proposal was received from the Registrar, University of Agricultural Sciences, Bangalore requesting the 
Karnataka Biodiversity Board to declare GKVK Campus (Gandhi Krishi Vignana Kendra) as Biodiversity Heritage Site under section 
37(i) of Biological Diversity Act, 2002. The request of the University of Agricultural Sciences, Bangalore has also been forwarded by 
the National Biodiversity Authority for consideration. The Karnataka Biodiversity Board in its meeting dated:08.09.2009 considered 
the proposal and recommended to the Government to declare the same as Biodiversity Heritage Site under Biological Diversity Act, 
2002.

Whereas, the total extent of GKVK campus, Agricultural University, Bangalore is 1380 Acres (559 Hectares). Excluding 
buildings and other infrastructure, 167 hectares (412 acres) has been extensively developed with wide variety of agricultural and 
biotechnology research plots and nurtured a landscape to support wide range of flora and fauna. The GKVK campus is considered 
one of the greenest areas in Bangalore. 

Whereas, in addition, the research activities of the Agricultural University have supported the collection of wide range of 
germplasms, evolved a botanical garden containing a collection of nearly 600 species of important plants and trees. As a result, the 
biological diversity of this campus constitutes a critical repository of various froms of flora and fauna, which needs to be protected 
and nurtured to posterity. As per the survey, the university campus has the biodiversity which includes-mammals-13 species, 
reptiles-10 species, birds-165 species and 530 plant species. 

Whereas, a preliminary Notification Dated:15.01.2010 was issued by the Government. This was published in part 4A of 
the Government Gazette Notification dated:18.02.2010 and the same was notified in News Papers dated:29.01.2010 in Vijaya 
karnataka and Deccan herald. Objections if any on this issues were invited through the preliminary notification. All concerns were 
also informed. No objections were received within the stipulated time. 

Whereas, the Principal Secretary (Agriculture), Government of Karnataka vide letter No.AHD/62/AMS/2010 
Dated:03.08.2010 has given concurence to declare the same as Heritage Site. 
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Whereas, the Expert Committee on Heritage Site constituted by the Government Vide Notification dated:30.04.2010 also 
considered the subject and recommended to declare the GKVK campus as Heritage site. Thereafter the Karnataka Biodiversity 
Board in the meeting dated:02.07.2010 recommended to the Government to declare the GKVK Vegetation are as Heritage Site 
under section 37 of Biological Diversity Act 2002. 

Whereas, considering the recommendation of the expert committee and the Karnataka Biodiversity Board the Government 
opines that it is essential to declare GKVK Campus as Heritage Site under section 37 of the Biodiversity Act, 2002. 

Now therefore, in view of the circumstances explained above and as recommended by Karnataka Biodiversity Board and 
Expert Committee on Biodiversity Heritage Site GKVK Campus, University of Agricultural Sciences, Bangalore is declared as 
Heritage Site as per power vested in the State Government under Section 37 of Biological Diversity Act 2002. The location details of 
the Heritage site are as follows:
